OUR IMMIOKAJ^TS. 



It iH very wull to urge tlie Mcco.isity 
of populating the province and to deal in 
vague generalities as to the benefits of im- 
migration; but as we come face to face 

with tlio !ii;tu!il reality of it largo and im- 
niediato addition to our populiition, the 
subject duniaiids moat .suriotiH imd iicour- 
ate coiiuideration. There is^ no douht 
that during; the coming spring and sum - 
mer large uuiubcrd of people will arrive 
here with the intention of settling per- 
manently, and rnniors constantly reach 
ua of ori,'aiii/.i:d bands of ininiigninls wail- 
ing to make the trips tioin all directions. 
There in no question about tiie solid at- 
tractions uf the proviiicL', and to the 
worktngraun, whether he be iai iner or 
mechanic, a temperate clnnate like onrs 
having so few drawbacks has a largi. 
money value in itself, as re[)catfcdly shown 
in these columns. IJiit having landed 
your immigrant the next |hing is lo pro- 
vide hiin with a field in which he can not 
only work ti- bis own advaiilago but Lo 
that of the province. As to the agricul- 
tural uettier there will be land enough for 
him for iii.iiiy >oars to couie; and, fortuu- 
atelv, the conuoeiicement of the work on 
the drydock and tho island railway will 
provide for ihu lahorer and lueclialiic. 
Neither of these wi^rka have, bowevi'r,yet 
commenced, and at present wu have us 
many men of all classes, except agricul- 
turalists, as wo can tind room for. The 
laboriug niaii ami mochanic should, there- 
fore, assure tlienisi'lves that theiv -3 act- 
ual work for tbein to do before pulliiiy iij) 
stakes, as it i.s not a desiruL)le thing for 
even tlie most onthusiustic immigrant, es- 
pecially if he has a family, to enter a new 
province without it holds out to him u 
distinct prospect of suiip.irt. There will 
bo probably i thousand meidiaiiics wanted 
and ai many laborers during tho 
coming suHsoii, and theio may be more. 
These men and their faiuiliea will not be 
all concentrated in Victoria, but quite a 
large number of them will find work be- 
tween Victoria aiidNanaimo. Now, what 
shelter is bein^^ ])rovided for these men 
and various other cliis.st.sf In Ihi.'j city 
there is not a house small or large to bo 
had, and thoBe that are building are t.-ikiMi 
bofuro the sills are laid. Ic would doubt- 
less pay tho capitalist, as wu have already 
stated, lo encumber his viioaut Ista with 
dwellings of some kind, whether thoy be 
houses of the better class or small de- 
tached cottages, or rows (jf smaller cot- 
tages within the reach of the humblest. 
There is every reason lo believe that 
many families who were anxious to settle 
in Victoria have had to leave it and go to 
New Westminster and other places, simp- 
ly bocauao they could lind no houses to 
live in. It certainly does not matter very 
much where pooj)le settle in the j)rovince, 
provided they remain in it; but still it is 
the individual interest of each city and 
district to retain all new comers, and not 
lose tliein because it has no house room to 
offer them. Jl is nut, therefore, advis- 
able that Victoria sht.uld remain in its 
present otate as rogaids house aocomtno 
datioii, the want of which will bo sure to 
prove'* a drawback to its progress, and 
would also have a tendency to build up- 
other towns at our expense. Our archi- 
tects snd builders are waiting and ready 
to furnish plans and e.\ecute thoni to any 
amount, as additional liaiids, if required, 
could be supplied fruio tho east and would 
be glad to come. It is necessary, there- 
fore, to j^ive this subject of an additional 
population more close attention as the 
event apiiroaches UB, and examine in what 
manner it can be niade of mutual advan- 
tage on all side.,. Jf we w.iiit people to 
come and settle in the province, let us 
prepare for them and treat them as if we 
did, for it is only by pursuing this simple 
course that much (lisai.ipointnient and 
">^HHy heartbuniintjs will be [jrevented. 
immigrant naturally e.Xjjects a f^rcat 
lause nnich has been told liiin, and 
u greatest coiiBequencc that hu 
he repelled ixt the outset by 
' uf providing ninisolf with the 
'mmodations of life. Let no 
ido this time. Xo man, able 
Work, should be allowed 
ly that he could find neither 
employ mcnt^intheprovince.

They say it ia better to be killed 
than starved.

A Cann4liaii Short Line for a 
European Route. 

Tho now Canadian short r.iil and water 
route to tho Etiropean Coiitineiu has now, 
it may bo said, become an underituod 
thing, for last week the Dominion gov- 
ernment paid to tho local gnvorumont of 
Nova Scotia the bonus for the portion of 
the road which is to run through that 
portion of the country. This amounted to 
over 5*1,000,000. There is still some 
ditticully about the portion of the road 
which is to run through a portion of 
3Iaino. The opposition in Canada object 
to tlie Canadian government giving a 
bonus to this portion of tho mad, and 
the government are hesitating in the 
matter throuph fear of creating ill fe'oling 
against tho road by giving tho required 
bonus. It is thought, however, that the 
required money will be forthcoming from 
tho Canadian Oovernmout by grant of tho 
logislaturo: for it would not pay tho coun- 
try to bo qualmish about such a little 
matter; when, by such a scheme as pro- 
posed, they will have a route to tho 
European continent that will land pas- 
sengers there after a two days' journey 
by rail to some convenient port in New- 
foundland and a four and a half days' sail 
by a moderately. fast steamer to Europe. 
Tho work on tho St. John's, N. F., por- 
tion of the road is progressing favorably, 
aud if the desired bill to commepoo im- 
modialoly tho eonotruction of the road 
through Maine is pasaed by this iiarlia- 
ment tho new Canadian short rail and 
water route to Europe will most likely be 
in operation within the next two years.

"He who holds a truth carries alight 
for all," continued the preacher. "When 
I the gonius of Israel struck thu

I the coming of the day wlieu there would

thodoxy or radical reformation. liow 
must we stand for our religion ? 
Tho gatos of otenml bliss are swung 
wide for all nations, and while 
otiier religious persecute, or, at best, but 
tolerate each other, we, as Jews, eon 
demn persecution. We remain .lews but 
only aa a nation numerically the smallest 
hut spiritually tho greatest, appointed a.H 
as we are by Divine I'rovidoneo to be tho 
teacher of mankind. The Jews are com- 
parrd iu the Scriptures either aa tho sands 
of tho seas or the stars of thf tiniKinient. I 
If they aim low, then like the .sands on 
tho seashore they will bo trodden upon 
by tho nations; but, if high then like the 
Btar,i of the heaven will they stand."

HORRIBLE_LONDON. 

MYSTEBIOtJS ROBIlERy AND 
IirURI>£IC OF A YOUNO BLilV. 

Ilis lto«ly Found iu ii K<'s«;ri-oir 
—Kb Clue to flu! Miii-(lei-4;v»>. 

On Tuesday aftorhoud a boy nttnied 
William J. Juhiiaoii, of Stoko No-viiiKton, 
found 11 amii's h;il iiml co:it on .-i pinL-o of 
waste land at the roar of Qiieori Eliza- 
beth's-wiilk, in that parish. He cuunnun- 
icated with Puliuo-cuustable Davoy wlui, 
believing that someone must huvo got 
into the Now River reservoir close by, 
procured a boat, and with some of tho 
Now River Coiii[ii>iiy'8 watornien, dranj^od 
tho reservoir until dark, but witliout any 
roault. Tlioy ronowed their search on 
Wednesday, and about 11 o'clock found 
tho body of a wull-dreaaod man, who was 
afterwards identified aa John Broom 
Tower, of 109 Dynefo-road, Stoke New- 
ingtou, an underwriter at Lloyd's. 

The deceased was about 22 years of aije. 
The lafit time ho was seen was about l'2.'M 
on New Year's morning, whoa he parted 
from a friouO named Ernest Cobden, with 
whom ho had attended a watch-night ser- 
vice in a church in the Green lnnoK. At 
that time the deceased was in the best of 
health and spirits and expressed his inten- 
tion of goinj; home. 

Round the deceased's nock there wait a 
handkerchief tit,'htly tied with several 
knots at the back, and tho clotliin;,' ap- 
peared to be so disarranged as to indicite 
that a desperate struggle must have taken 
place. Deceased \ras accustomed to wear 
two diamond rings. The glove on one 
hand was found ripped up and tho rint; 
torn oil', and an attempt to pull oil" the 
other ring iuid evidently failed. It has 
been riunorod that tho decoiised had in 
bis possession £20 when last soon but it 
has since been ascertained that this was 
not the case. Where the body was found 
there were footmarks as if a struggle had 
taken place, but nothing in the shape of 
mouoy or jewellery, nr, indeed, of any 
other properly, was found. 

Tho whole neighborhood bore is a very 
lonely one. It is undergoing thu change 
from country to town seen in all the 
outskirts of London, and the apot where 
tho struggle occurred i.saspacoof about 
700ft. long by about 250 deep. Tho pal- 
isading of the reservoir is on one side, the 
roadway of Queen Ulizabeth'a-walk on the 
other, the backs of some houses on the 
east aide, and a block of untinishod bouses 
on the western huUv .-V clump of line old 
trees, of great bulk, ataiid.s Ijalt'-way be- 
tween the ensu'i ii lUid western ends, luul 
close to the pabsadiiig of the resurvuir. 
Tho deceased man mu:it liavo been lured 
by some meau.s to tbeso trees, by whom or 
under what pretence is at present un 
known. It may have been that ho was 
allured there in the name of charity. It 
is s'ignillcant to remark, as indicating the 
view which is t;il."en, that ttie jiolice iiro 
fluid to have found an earring and a 
woman's broocli,aiul it may be added that 
women of exceedingly bad chanictor infest 
the neighborhood at night. 

Superintendent Green and Inspectors 
Pope and CJlaMS, visited the spot where 
tho body ol the murdered man was rocov- 
erod. After minutely oxaminhig the foot- 
prints on the einbanknient, which are still 
to be plainly seen .dthough during the 
night the rain which fell has partly obiit-^ 
erated them, they took a cast of one or 
two of the footprints, which wore evident- 
ly not those of Tower, a.t they do not 
correspond with bis boots. It is believed 
that these foot[)rints will f. rni an impor- 
tant link in the investigations which are 
now being busily uroceeded «itli, and the 
police are now in iiojjes that what with 
these, and also the full description of the 
watch and chain which 'J'owor had bor- 
rowed from his landlord, they will shortly 
bo able to ell'ect an arriist. 'J'hc handker- 
chief which wa.s found round Tower'aneck 
woa -yesterday morning identified as being 
bis own property, and this fact makes the 
case more mysterious than evor, aa tlui 
police cannot understand how his as.'^ailunt 
oould have secured it unless lie had hist 
dealt Tower a blow wlueh rendered him 
Benseless,or at any rate disabled liiiu from 
oflforing any resistance. One theory which 
is put forth was, that after Tower was at- 
tacked and robbed his assailant left him 
on the ground for ilead , turn that he after 
wards partly reeoi iu'ed cr.u.sciousnesH, and 
iu endeavoring to timi his way out of tlie 
piece of waste land, turned tho wrong 
way, and so walked into the water. It is 
also further supposed that when he found 
he was robbed and had lost his collar and 
tie, he may have tied his haudkurehief 
round his thr lat. If, however, these 
theories were correct, Tower, would have 
been found clo.se to tho edge of the eni- 
bankmeiit, and not some distance outuud 
in deep water. 

■ Tho police have asc-ertamed that, of the 
£8 and odd shillings tho uecea.sed received 
on the last d.ay of the y ear, lie disposed I 
about 30s. Me had, therefore, about .LT 
in money upon him at the lime he left Ids 
he loft his friend at Portland -road. The 
watch stolen, No. 12871, is a common 
Geneva make, silver hunter, three-quarter 
plate, with horizontal iiKivement. Tiio 
chain is ol the i;ir,:_;lr-Unk pattern, 15 or 
18 carat gold, v.itli the bar broken oil". 
This bar was broken away l)y tlie vi(dence 
in which the murderers did their work. 
The belief of tlie most u.\perienced ofliccrs 
is that the poor fellow was allured under 
some pretence or other toward the trees, 
under which some men were in ambu.'sh. 
The police also lieliei'c tint it would re- 
quire two strong men to carry a body 
like that of the deceased, who must have 
weighed 11 stone, over tho fence and up 
the embankment. That two personu as- 
sisted at this hideous work is evident, they 
think, from tho footmarks up the em- 
bankment of the reservoir. Tlio deceased 
was not quite 20 years of age.

With the rtjads u.'v ami ;;li|)- 
pery, or covered with snow, walking is 
very fatiguing, and those who have long 
distanoes to go must hurry in order to 
be in time. Tliey enter thu school room 
heated and perspiring; the rooiu mav bi' 
wi-ll warnied but pnorlv vetitibitod ; the 
."chokir.-i boeonio dull and listless, and 
vorv likely frtnn silt ing ylill g(d chilloJ. 
At noon they eat the cold dinners they 
have brougt in their baskets; then run 
out of doors and chase each other, and 
return to tboir study a.s tired us when 
they came in the iiiorning, ami a.s ill- 
(li.s[)OHed to -Study. I >r if tho weatlo-r is 
wet, thev coiiio into the .sclioolrouiTi 
damp and cliilltMl, and roinain mi thai 
condition idl day, it may be. It would 
be a great advantage to the children, 
physically and mentally, if some provi- 
sion coultl be made for those wlio eunn,' 
to school with damp eiothing and wot 
feet. There might bo a reception rooui, 
where; should be l;opt on hand a sultio'i- 
ent number of .slioe-s and stockings and 
otiier wraps with which to clothe and 
warm the cliiklren until ' their own 
shoes and .stockings are ilry and (il for 
use. But tliis would probably cost 
Koniel,hing to the school Kcctioii, mid 
we have an idea that the uvoivigo srhuol 
section is run on econoinicil |)rinciples, 
the ratepayttrs saving their money from 
of the school rales and paying it out 
individually in doctor's bills and other 
e.xpfinsos ir.cittental to economy.
